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Modernized Gettysburg-Littlestown Highway Opens To Traffic On Tuesday 


New Road Made 
Safer At Cost 


Brazilian Cabinet Declare# War On Axin 


Of $679,638.86 


The highway w hich carries U. S. Route MO between Get­ 
tysburg and Littlestown is of the latest design. 
It was built 
at a cost of f679.638,86 for the Pennsylvania Department of 
Highways by Kempt Brothers of Camp Hill. 
Hazardous conditions that existed on the old macadam 
have been eliminated by the new road designed by highway 
engineers. Vertical curves which reduce sight distances have 
been eliminated. 
8.88 Mile Stretch 
The new section, 8.88 miles in length, follows generally 
the former alignment between G ettysburg and Littlestown. 
With the elimination of the dangerous vertical curves the 
new road will be safer to drive. 
U. S. Route 140 is one of the oldest highways in Adams 
county, Highway Department engineers say. It extends from 
the Mason-Dixon line to Gettysburg and is the main route to 
Baltimore. The road passes the National cemetery and annu­ 
ally in normal times carries thousands of vehicles. 
The old macadam pavement was high crowned and con­ 
sidered dangerous by the Highway Department, It has been 
replaced by modern concrete 22 feet wide. 
Extension Blocked 
The section just completed only modernizes the route 
between Littlestown and Gettysburg. 
Plans for the comple­ 
tion of the balance to the Maryland line have been prepared 
by the Department but the difficulty in obtaining govern­ 
mental approval for materials used in road construction has 
necessitated the Department of Highways delaying many im­ 
portant road improvements that probably would have been 
undertaken on the State system. 
Fortunately for the Gettysburg-Littlestown road project 
work was started last fall. Bids were received September 26, 
1941, by the Department of Highways and a contract awarded 
October 15. 
Work was started shortly thereafter by the 
Camp Hill contractors.

MEN ON DUTY IN

Camp Livingston, La., Aug. 31— 
Their stations and numbers masked 
by secret army orders, officers and 
men who once wore the Keystone of 
the 28th Division are today on duty 
with troops in every part of the 
world.

Privates, corporals, and sergeant;

Trained for Combat 
Therefore while West Point con­ 
tinues to turn out its yearly allot­ 
ment

candidate schools are graduating 
thousands of lower ranking officers 
for immediate troop duty. In this 
way the army is able to supply it­ 
self with lieutenants from the ranks 
of civilian-soldiers while continuing

While a large percentage of the 
officers in the 28th Division are still 
Guardsmen, regular army and re­

Harrisburg, Aug. 31 (AP)—A pro­ 
cess combining coal silt and fuel 
oil for industrial use may help solve 
two Pennsylvania problems. 
"If the mixing of silt and oil for 
use In Industry Is workable it should 
help us get rid of unwanted silt 
and help to conserve fuel oil sup­ 
plies."

Maize declared today. 
His com m ent followed announce­ 
m ent In W ashington th at a New 
York consulting engineer had sug­ 
gested a m ethod of utilizing m il­ 
lions of tons of Pennsylvania a n ­ 
thracite silt and fuel oil in indus­ 
try. 
The m ixture, half oil and half 
silt, could be transported in box 
cars lined w ith paper and would 
provide greater heat than ordinary 
oil fuel, the engineer explained. 
Maize said there were not many 
industries in this state using fuel 
oil but if the mixing process was at 
all feasible It would provide a use 
for the hitherto unm arketable silt, 
which finds its way into and pol­ 
lutes stream s. 
The silt could be utilized right 
at the m ines and would not be dis­ 
carded to be washed down into the 
stream s." he said.
